First Wheat Sold This 
Season By E Paquette 


The first wheat to be sold at Chau, 
vin was sold by Emile Paquette tc 
the Security Elevator. He had put 
four rackfuls of sheaves through thhe 
separator and obtained nearly one 
hundred bushels from the four loads. 
The wheat was graded number one 
and purchased as such by W. Cubitt 
the elevator man. 


The wheat already cut in this dis¬ 
trict is of a high grade generally. It 
is expected that a large quantity will 
grade number two with a good pro. 
portion number one, the balance being 
chiefly number three. 


Alberta Crop Report 


In the sixth monthly crop report 
isued by H. A. Craig, deputy minis, 
ter of agriculeure, the first estimate 
of the yield is .given, which places the 
wheat average at 11 busels per acre; 
oats, 28; barley, 20, and rye, 14, these 
estimates being based on the total 
acreoge sown. 

The hay crop generally will be 
light, except in t\ie northern portion, 
and the department recommends that 
all the feed possible be put up, as theh 
indication is that the southern farm- 
"ers will require to ship in a consider¬ 
able amount. 

Farmers who are sowing fall rye are 
hoppers, as this work has been neg¬ 
lected in many instances where it was 
evident that theh first crop was to be 
a failure. 

Weather conditions have been fa¬ 
vorable to filing the grain.

EVERYTHING THAT EVERYBODY 
CAN DO IS NEEDED TO HELP 
STOCK IN DUSTRY 


(By W. F' STEVENS 
Secretary Stock Grower® Protective 
Association) 

What can be done to jimprove our 
markets for live stock ana what will 
become of our cattle 'industry if mar. 
keting (Conditions are not improved, 
are questions that one hears on every 
hand, and a score of suggestions are 
promptly volunteered as to what 
ought to be done. One economist 
says (send a delepation to Ottawa to 
demand that the government fix the 
price of live cattle for a period of 
six months or a year; another says, 
call a conference to discuss the sit*- 
uation; another says, ask for the ap¬ 
pointment of a commission; while 
others say let us organize a pool to 
hold the cattle oft the market tem¬ 
porarily, feed them and send them to 
market in the spring and so on ad 
inifnitum. 

One difficulty with all of the fore¬ 
going suggestions is that they re. 
quire time to get started; the present 
condition requires immediate action 
hundred different directions, but all 
tending to the same end, and is .more 
likely to give the desired result than 
a single large undertaking hich will 
require much time t$ organise and 
large capital to carry fcn. 

A few facts regarding present con¬ 
ditions must be borne in mind and 
conclusions drawn from them as to 
the log^al result of these facts, be¬ 
fore one can determine what 'is the 
safest course to pursue, always bear, 
ing in mind that an absolutely safe 
course is impossible “because the best 
laid plans of mice and men gang aft 
aglee.” 

One important fact to be borne in 
mind iis that all of Europe, including 
Great Britain and Ireland have been 
and still are suffering from a severe 
drought.

Rust And Saw Fly 


Rust and saw-fly damage together 
with damage caused by wind and rain 
lodging the grain has done a consid¬ 
erable amount of damage to the 
wheat crop of the province. _This is 
the general tenor of the weekly crop 
report issued yesterday by the Statis¬ 
tics Branch of the Saskatchewan De¬ 
partment of Agriculture.

All That Everybody 
Can Do Needed To 
Help Stock Industry 


The drought may continue into years 
hut we do not expect it to do so: the 
economic and financial systerrf, of 
Europe and America may break down 
to such an extent that business along 
normal lines will be impossible, but 
we do not look for that to occur. 
There may* be a social upheaval in 
Western Europe tas^in the East, that 
will destroy the purchasing power of 
the people there, but we do not ex¬ 
pect it to take place; we are looking 
for the natural thing to happen, but 
it might not’ 

If the natural thing should happen, 
what is the proper thing to do, to 
make the most of or suffer the least 
from ourf present crisis. 

H. P. Kennedy of Toronto gave the 
key.note when he said in his Edmon¬ 
ton address and his Calgary inter¬ 
view; “Keep your stock off the mar. 
lcet at the present time.” That may 
be easy for some, but for many other 
it is next to 'impossible. 

Here is where every recourse of the 
province and of the Dominion will 
have to be taxed to the utmost if we 
are to profit most and suffer least 
from the present condition. I will 
presume to offer a few suggestions: 

(1) Those who have cattle and feed, 
skill and integrity, should be accorded

and immature nad unfinished cattle 
will comte to market in much smaller 
numbers, prices for animals of this 
class will rise. The height to which 
they will rise will be in proportion to 
the depth to which they fall now and 
that will depend upon the length and 
severity of the present drought. Then 
when Great Britais and France get 
another grain, hay and turnip crop, 
as it is reasonable to suppose they 
will, there will be a keen demand for 
“stores,” but they will not be forth, 
coming- from Ireland as in the past, 
because those that would naturally be 
offered, were slaughtered as calves 
and yearlings a year previously’ 

Now this is the course that the 
trade takes following a long period of 
severe drought covering a large area. 

But some one asks: “What assur¬ 
ance have we that these things will 
follow?” We have none. These are 
the things that followed the great 
great drought of the past and we pre¬ 
sume they will do the same this time.

credit even beyond the limits of what 
i/s ordinarily considered safe banking. 
(2) Those who have feed skill and 
integrity, should be accorded credit 
in order that they may be able to buy 
the animals that must be sold by 
those who cannot qualify in other re. 
spects. (3) Husband every pound of 
feed available and feed it or have it 
for sale to the man who wants and 
knows how to feed it’ (4) Sow such 
biennial crops as will supply a large 
amount of late fall and early spring 
pasture, such as winter rye, and thus 
increase the carrying capacity of the 
country. (5) Dispose of all inferior 
animlals that are now almost worth¬ 
less and are at best of little value, 
but yet make feed scarce for animals 
which, if properly wintered, will com¬ 
mand a good price, later on even 
though the means of doing so may be 
unusual or may appear wasteful, be¬ 
cause what would ordinarily appear 
wasteful may be economical now. 

A case in point may be cited. Scrub 
bulls are being sold in Western Can¬ 
adian stockyards as low as 1 cent per 
pound. After deducting the freight 
and commission and other expenses 
these animals could not have returned 
to their owners more than fron $5 
to $10 per head. Select hogs are 
selling from $13 to $15 per cwt. in 
different parts of Canada. These in. 
ferior bulls can be fed to hogs in con¬ 
junction with grain and be made to 
yield much larger returns than that. 
A two.cent bull can be fed to twelve - 
cent hogs at a profit and the hay that 
is saved by getting rid of the bull, 
and the grain that is saved by feeding 
him to hogs can be used for feeding 
better bulls, steers or cows. The same 
kind of disposition can be made of 
c*ountrj r at large be the better for the 
transformation of this inferior stuff 
into prime bacon. In other words, 
what to many might appear to be a 
waste would under present conditions 
be an economy. The only point on 
which a precaution is necessary -is 
that the pigs be given practically a 
full feed of grain before they are 
turned loose on the carcase. 

A thousand individual efforts along 
the lines suggeslted will accomplish 
•more than the ‘‘spectacular pool” in 
an undertaking of this nature. A 
small pool may be advisable in a dis. 
trict where feed is abundant and cap 
ital or skill is lacking. Governments 
can do much to assist, but thot will 
be by oiding in the extension of credit 
the opening of new markets, facilitat¬ 
ing transportation etc., rather than 
by actually undertaking the work of 
feeding the stock. The present .con¬ 
dition demands that all the stock, all 
the feed, all the capital, all the credit, 
and all the skill of the country must 
be properly directed and be made the 
most of to the end that our live, stock 
industry shal/ not suffer unduly or 
become conrmjletely demoralized be¬ 
cause of pres In t conditions.
